THIEVES BY THE SCORE. 


PANHANDLE TRAIN CREWS PERME­ 
ATED WITH PECULATION.

A Great Sjatem of Robbery Discovered 
and Fifty-Six of the Crim­ 
inals Run in. 


A bout On« H undred Crews Inv olv ed la 
th e V illa iny , W hose Stea ling s A g g re­ 
g a te #3 0 0 ,0 0 0 —P itia b le Scenes a t th e 
/ a l l W hen M others, W iv es a nd Sisters

Pittsbur g, April 12.—In the history of 
railroading no g reater combination of sy s­ 
tematic peculation ha* been discovered, and 
no more remarkable criminal combination 
run from cover than was discioaad Monday 
the conductors, flag men and brake- 
men employ ed on the Pittsburg h, Cincin­ 
nati A St. Louis division of the Pennsy lvania 
company . An official of tho company in this 
dty acknowledg ed Monday ev ening that 
for two y ears the company ’s losses from 
those thieves have averag ed $400 per day . 
John II. Hamp ton, Esq., attorney of tho 
Pennsylvania comp any, was aeon Monday 
morning in the office of the detective agency 
where, sitting amidst a heterogeneous col­ 
lection of the p lunder, he said: 
“ These rob­ 
beries have been carried on systematically 
for several years. 
The comp any has long 
been aware that there was a leakage some­ 
where, and as early as Sep tember, 1880, they 
quietly commenced investigations. 
MDetectives were ©laced on trains where 
the goods could bo watched and the thiovos 
caught. 
Wo had already discovered that 
the culp rits wero emp loyes of tho comp any. 
In Sep tember there wero eight}' crews on 
freight trains on tho l'anhaui j railroad 
coming into Pitt-.burg. 
Of these eighty 
crev.s, no less than at* verity-five w ere found 
to be crooked. 
A crew consists of a con­ 
ductor, flagman and two brakemen. 
In 
some cases all tho men were involved, in 
others only p arL 
The statement that tho 
engineers and firemen were m xod up in 
tho robberies i 3 wrong; not a single one is in­ 
volved. The goods were obtained in var us 
ways. 
In sot no instances the seal* were 
broke;}, while in others hatchets were used to 
cut a hol i in tho cud of the car through 
which tho men crawled arid took what they 
coveted. 
They then rep orto 1 tho cur in bad 
condition, claiming that tho hole had boon 
made by accident. 
“1 no op erations wore all the result of com­ 
bination. 
Arrangements 
wore carefully 
made, an l each rascal was assignod to his 
p articular p art of tho work in much tho 
same way as a bank robbery is conducted by 
y rofe sional cracksmen. 
I do not know that 
the members of the combination were oath- 
bound or anything of that kind, but it is 
certain that a thorough understanding ex- 
ihted among them, and they acted in concert 
to cover each others’ misdoings. 
A thing 
which alarmed us more than anything else, 
wan lb t they stole largo quantities of 
whisky nd drank it in tho cabooses. 
They 
r.oedcd ’ cssols to hold tho liquor, to they 
..♦ole in id: cans and kep t them. 
Men wore 
continually rep orted drunk on duty, and tho 
[ity of disaster was something friglit- 
n torn p late. 
duds of goods were Rtomi, including 
machines, guns, revolvers, cutlery, 
silverware, cigars, clothing, liquor., gro­ 
ceries and in fact every imaginable article 
that can ‘ 
carried on » car wore quietly ru- 
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at a lime. Thé waiting -room wa* crowded 
with women, many of whom had never be­ 
fore g aud upon the iron bare of a cell 
When finally admitted to the cag e, and as

AN IMMENSE DEMONSTRATION. 


A bout 150,000 L ondoners M eet to Pro­ 
test A g a inst C oercion. 
London , April 12.—Monday , the day ap­ 
pointed for the g reat Liberal demonstration 
at Hy de park to protest ag ainst the passag e 
of tho Irish coercion bill, dawned brig ht and 
clear with a balmy atmosphere and a brill­ 
iant sunshine. At an early hour larg e masses 
of working men 
assembled at the various 
desig nated rendes vous, and forming in larg e 
processions beg an wending their way toward 
Hy de park. 
Vast crowds were soon march­ 
ing from every district of London headed by 
bands of music. 
The leaders came first in 
carriag es. 
A number of banners with the 
portraits of 
Mr. Gladstone, Dav itt and 
Father Keler, inscribed with the words, 
“ J ustice to Ireland,” wero carried by the 
processionists. 
The g reatest enthusiasm prevailed. 
In tho 
park fourteen stands for speakers had been 
erected along the whole frontag e facing the 
fashionable park lane. 
Tho processionists 
wore g reen rosettes, cut so as to imitate the 
shamrock, pinned to tho lapels of their coats. 
The authorities had taken ev ery precaution 
to prevent disturbance of any kind. 
Estimates v ary as to the number of per­ 
sons present at the demonstration, but it is 
certain that not fewer than 150,000 wero as­ 
sembled, thoug h exactly what p rop ortion of 
these wero mere onlookers can not bo de­ 
termined.

that sounded like the cheers of a Chicago 
convention heard at a distance. 
When the 
president appeared a rush was made for him 
that forced him to fall back several steps, 
despite the efforts of the attendants to keep 
the crowd back.

PARNELL’S PERSONAL APPEARANCE. 


Row It Hoe Bo o b MUappreh ended 
R sofgorotod. 
Nature has stamped o n the perso n o f 
this remarkable man the qualities o f his 
mind and temperament. 
His face is 
singularly handso me, and at a first glance 
might even appear to o delicate to be 
stro ng. The no ee is lo ng and thin and 
carved, no t mo lded; the mo uth is well 
cut; the cheeks are pallid; the fo rehead 
perfectly ro und, and as striking as the 
fo rehead o f the first Napo leo n, and the 
ey es are dark and unfatho mable. The 
passer by in the streets, taking a casual 
lo o k at tho se beautifully chiseled features 
and at the air o f perfect tranquillity , 
wo uld be inclined to think that Mr. Par­ 
nell was a very handso me y o ung man, 
who pro bably had graduated at West 
Po int and wo uld in due time die in a 
skirmish with the Indians. 
But a clo ser 
lo o k wo uld sho w the great po ssibilities 
beneath this face. The mo uth, especially 
the under lip, speaks o f a grip that never 
lo o sens; tho ey e, when it is fixed, tells o f 
the inflexible will beneath, and the tran­ 
quillity o f the expressio n is the tranquillity 
o f the nature that wills and wins. 
Similarly with his figure. 
It lo o ks 
slight almo st to frailty ; but a glance will 
sho w that the bo nes are large, the hipe 
bro ad and the walk firm; in fact, Mr. 
Parnell tramps the gro und rather tlian 
walks. The hands are firm, and even the 
way they grasp a pencil has a significance. 
This picture o f Parnell is very unlike the 
po rtraits which have been fo rmed o f him 
by the imaginatio n o f tho se' who have 
never met him. When he was first in tho 
sto rm and stress o f the era o f o l>structio n 
he used to be po rtray ed in tho truthful 
jiago s o f English co mic jo urnalism with a 
battered hat, a lo ng upper lip, a shillelah 
in his hand, a clay pipe in his cnulx*en. 
Even to tins day po rtraits after this fash­ 
io n appear in the lo wer class jo urnals that 
think the caricature o f the Irish face the 
best o f all jio ssible jo kes. 
Parnell is passio nately fo nd o f Ireland; 
is happier and healthier o n its so il than in 
any o ther part o f the wo rld, and is almo st 
bigo ted in the intensity o f his patrio tism. 
But he might easily be taken fo r a native 
o f ano ther co untry . 
Residence fo r the 
first y ears o f his life in English scho o ls 
has given him a stro ng English accent 
and an essentially English manner; and 
fro m his American mo ther he has go t, in 
all pro !» ability , the healthy pallo r, the 
delicate chiseling, the impassive lo o k and 
the reso lute ey e that are ty pical o f tho 
children o f the great republic. Such is 
the man in brief who to -day is jwrhnpH tho 
mo st jK)tent perso nality in all the many 
natio ns and races o f the earth.—Great 
Irish Struggle.___________

gun and the unseen to rpedo . 
This do es 
no t annihilate the value .o f phy sical 
health and strength, but it readapts their 
use. 
The y o ur/; man even in a military 
scho o l lias ¡¡is bo dily health trained no t 
that he may grasp his o ppo nent in his 
mighty arms and thro w him to the earth, 
as fo rmerly , but that he may have his 
head clear, his nerves in equilibrium, his 
actio n pro mpt.—T. W. 11. in Marjier's 
Bazar.
